Justice Siddons handed down 
his ruling in discharging from 
further service as a witness, for- 
mer Juror Edward Kidwell, whose 
alleged talkativeness outside the 
courtroom was one of the factors 
which caused a mistrial in the case 
of Sinclair and former Secretary 
of the Interior Albert B. Fall last 
November. 

Kidwell, after making an affi-

STATE INCOME TAX BLANKS 
MAILED TO 70,000 IN CITY 


Returns Must Bo Filed by March 
15. and Payment Made Be- 
fore June 1, Assessor Says. 

A- total of 70,000 state income 
tax blanks—approximately one to 
every 12 persons in the city—were 
mailed out today from the office 
of City Assessor Gehner. Blanks | 
mailed to corporations in the city 
totaled 7600. Returns must be 
filed by March 15, and the tax is 
due between May 1 and June 1 of 
this year. 

Married persons with an income 
of $2000 or under and single’ per- 
sons with income of $1000 or un- 
der are exempt. Exemption of 
$200 is allowed for each child or 
dependent. The tax is one per 
cent of the annual income. 

The total levy in the city for the 
state income tax last year was 
$2,342,249.05. Of this amount, 
4097 corporations paid more than 
half. A tax was paid by 61,000 
individuals in the city last year, 
and 18,000 filed nontaxable re- 
turns. 

The state income tax is inde- 
pendent of the Federal income tax, 
blanks for which will be distribut- 
ed later by Federal offices. 


FINGER-PRINT EVIDENCE IN 
MURDER CASE DISAPPEARS 


Chicago Doctor Reports No Marks 
on Tape Around Mouth of 
Slain Woman. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—Doris Kirk's 
fingerprints, upon ‘which police 
sought to connect her with the Bet- 
ty Chambers murder, have. dis- 
appeared, if, indeed, they ever ex-

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A GREAT VICIORY FOR MISSOURL 

From the Atlanta Constitution. 
ECENTLY the Supreme Court 
United States went far enough back to 

constitutional first principles to uphold a 

very important State right. 

The case that drew forth the decision 
was that of the insurance companies 
licensed to do business in Missouri against 
the insurance commissioner of that State. 
Acting under a State statute he directed. a 
reduction in rates charged by the companies 
for certain classes of insurance. The re- 
duced rates are applicable to all companies 
alike, without regard to the amount of past 
Or prospective profits or losses of any of 
them. The rates were attacked by the joint 
action of all the companies on the plea 
that’the statute of Missouri deprives them 
of their rights and immunities guaranteed 
by the fourteenth amendment of the Federal] 
Constitution. 

After full argument and thorough con- 
Sideration the Supreme Court holds that 
State made rates in such cages do not vio- 
late the aforesaid amendment merely be- 
cause the aggregate collections, of premiums 
fer instance, are not sufficient to yield a 
reasonable prefit or just compensation to 
ai companies that happen .to be engaged 
in the affected business. 

That seems to fix the fact that a State 
is not bound to allow privileged businesses 
within its borders to charge “all the traf- 
fic will bear;” por is a State bound to guar- 
antee profitable rates to a business that 
exists simply by its permission.

films into France would be limited to 
eight American films for every one French 
film until such time as French 
industry produced a larger output. The 
figure “eight” is itself indicative of the 
extent to which the American producers 
have collared the French market. But high 
as it is, the Americans are egaid te inteng 
to file a protest. 

The controversy which has developed 
here ts by no means new. In one form or 
another. American producefs have met the 
same probiem in other countries en the 
continent. Our films go everywhere, prood- 
ably because they are better made than 
most of their competitors. And they are 
better made because the vast number of 
moving picture houses in the United States 
pours in a revenue which foreign produc- 
ers, with fewer nous, do not Kkve at their 
disposal.

Time was when racetracks 
were gtarted by a group of men 
eager to exploit their own thor- 
oughbreds and to have a little 
fun.
